“Wesleyan’s  New  President  Is  Clergy- 
man and  Scholar  Who  Still  Has  Com- 
mon Touch”.  Thus  read  the  headline 
on  an  Associated  Press  release  telling  of 
the  selection  of  Dr.  Earl  W.  Strick- 
land as  president  of  Wesleyan. 

“The  trustees  of  Wesleyan  College 
couldn’t  have  found  a better  man  to  be 
president  of  that  rare  and  fine  institu- 
tion,” wrote  Dr.  Charles  L.  Allen  in  his 
Atlanta  Constitution  column.  “He  pos- 
sesses the  qualifications,  abilities,  and 
character  which  will  blend  perfectly 
with  the  high  purposes  and  honored  tra- 
ditions of  that  wonderful  college.” 

Dr.  Strickland,  40-year  old  Methodist 
minister  and  superintendent  of  the 
church’s  Augusta  district,  was  the  un- 
animous choice  of  the  special  Trustees’ 
ccommittee  named  to  select  a president. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  voted  unani- 
mously to  accept  their  recommendation 
at  a special  meeting  held  January  4th. 

The  new  president  is  already  on  the 
campus  and  hard  at  work.  He  and  his 
wife  met  the  Trustees,  faculty,  staff, 
and  student  body,  on  the  day  of  his 
election.  Then  they  met  with  the  Alum- 
nae Board  of  Managers  and  a group  of 
Macon  alumnae  that  afternoon. 

Both  Dr.  Strickland  and  his  wife  are 
native  Georgians.  He  was  born  in  Col- 
quitt, and  attended  public  school  in  At- 
lanta before  going  to  Emory  where  he 
received  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Phil- 
osophy, Bachelor  of  Divinity,  and  Mast- 
er of  Arts  with  majors  in  philosophy 
and  systematic  theology.  He  also  holds 
an  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divin- 
ity from  LaGrange  College. 
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Mrs.  Strickland,  the  former  Thelma 
Fraser,  is  a native  of  Buford.  They 
have  three  charming  daughters  — Pa- 
tricia, Ellen,  and  Margaret. 

Dr.  Strickland  has  been  secretary  of 
the  Georgia  Methodist  Commission  on 
Higher  Education  since  its  formation  in 
1956,  having  previously  been  secretary 
of  the  Georgia  Association  of  Methodist 
Colleges  for  four  years. 

He  has  been  a visiting  professor  in  the 
Candler  School  of  Theology  at  Emory 
University  and  is  at  present  serving  his 
second  term  as  a vice-president  of  the 
Emory  Alumni  Association. 

Dr.  Strickland  has  served  on  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional 
Supply  Pastors’  School  and  has  been  a 
member  of  the  North  Georgia  Confer- 
ence of  Ministerial  Training  for  seven 
years. 

Prior  to  his  appointment  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Augusta  District  last 
summer.  Dr.  Strickland  had  been  presi- 
dent of  the  North  Georgia  Conference 
Board  of  Education  for  7 years.  He  is 
a member  of  the  Regional  Personnel 
Committee  of  the  General  Board  of 
Missions  and  is  a delegate  to  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdictional  Conference  this 
year. 

Ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the 
Methodist  Church  in  1940,  Dr.  Strick- 
lland  served  6 pastorates  in  Atlanta, 
Rome  and  College  Park. 

Dr.  Goodrich  White,  chairman  of  the 
special  committee  of  trustees,  said  “ . . . 
his  insight  into  educational  problems,  his 
concept  of  education,  his  knowledge  of 
Georgia  Methodist  colleges,  his  under- 
standing of  the  best  kind  of  educational 


ideals,  and  his  commitment  to  them 
make  him  an  excellent  choice  as  presi- 
dent of  Wesleyan.” 

“Wesleyan  College  has  a unique  heri- 
tage as  the  first  college  chartered  to 
grant  degrees  to  women.  From  the  first 
it  has  been  known  as  a thoroughly  Chris^ 
tian  institution  that  has  stressed  quality 
work,”  Dr.  Strickland  stated  during  his 
first  visit  to  the  campus. 

“It  has  numbered  among  its  presi- 
dents, trustees,  faculties,  and  alumnae 
many  people  who  would  bring  honor  to 
any  institution.  It  wi  1 be  my  aim  to  see 
Wesleyan  continue  to  be  known  as  a 
truly  superior  college  for  women  with 
continued  emphasis  upon  its  Christian 
heritage.  I am  highly  honored  to  serve 
as  president  of  such  a school.” 

In  accepting  the  appointment  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  Strickland 
pledged  himself  to  see  Wesleyan  “con- 
tinue to  be  known  as  a truly  superior 
college  for  women  and  said  “I  am  hop- 
ing and  dreaming  that  my  work  here 
will  mean  as  much  to  the  col’ege  as  I 
am  sure  it  will  mean  to  me  and  n«:v 
family.” 

The  president’s  family  moved  into 
Magnolia  Hill  the  latter  part  of  Janu- 
ary. Patricia,  16,  is  in  the  11th  grade. 
She  recently  was  in  the  top  6%  of  stu- 
dents taking  the  College  Board  exami- 
tion,  and  has  an  outstanding  scholastic 
record.  She  has  been  studying  piano  with 
Dr.  Preston  Rockholt  of  Augusta,  and 
hopes  to  continue  her  study  at  Wes’eyan. 

Ellen,  14,  is  in  the  8th  grade.  She  is 
especially  interested  in  art  in  addition  to 
her  many  school  activities.  Margaret,  5,

Three  outstanding  visitors  will  be 
brought  to  the  campus,  but  there  will 
be  no  admission  charge  for  any  of  the 
seven  events.  Emphasis  is  being  placed 
on  the  talent  of  faculty  members  and 
students  in  seven  departments  in  the 
Liberal  as  well  as  Fine  Arts. 

Irene  Bewley,  one  of  the  nation’s 
leading  authorities  on  Southern  High- 
lands folk-lore,  dialect,  and  culture,  will 
present  a highly  entertaining  program  of 
monologues  Thursday  evening,  P'ebru- 
ary  18. 

William  J.  Murtagh,  wide’y-known 
Architectural  historian,  will  show  slides 
and  lecture  on  Southern  architecture  of 
the  19th  century  Friday  evening.  He  is 
at  present  Assistant  to  the  President  of 
the  National  Trust  for  Historical  Pre- 
servation. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Horton  Burch,  recognized 
authority  on  Christianity  and  the  Arts, 
will  speak  on  this  subject  at  the  chapel 
service  Wednesday,  February  17  at

The  prize-winning  movie  “The  Bal- 
let of  Romeo  and  Juliet”  will  be  pre- 
sented Thursday  afternoon,  February 
18th.  The  fabulous  ballerina  Galina 
Ulanova  will  be  featured  with  the  Bol- 
shoi Ballet. 

This  full-length  color  film  received 
the  Cannes  Grand  Prize  Award  in 
1955.  The  musical  score  is  by  Prokosjev 
and  the  theme  is  based  on  Shakespeare’s 
immortal  love  story.

Candler 

Memorial  Library 


Mrs.  Ruth  Young  succeeded 
Katherine  P.  Carnes  as  libra- 
rian in  September  1959.  Katha 
rine  retired  after  long  and 
distinguished  service. 


For  more  than  thirty  years,  the  Cand- 
ler Memorial  Library  building  has  serv- 
ed the  needs  of  the  students  and  faculty 
members  at  Wesleyan  College  well.  Giv- 
en by  Judge  John  S.  Candler  of  Atlanta 
in  memory  of  his  mother  and  father, 
planned  and  administered  by  Katherine 
Payne  Carnes,  ’13  A.B.  the  library  has 
become  a symbol  of  the  intellectual  and 
cultural  principles  embodied  in  the  Wes- 
leyan tradition. 

Under  Miss  Carnes’  able  guidance, 
the  library  grew  steadily  in  services,  in 
book  and  periodical  collections  and  in 
circulation.  The  book  collection  has  in- 
creased from  15,000  volumes  in  1929, 
when  the  building  on  the  Rivoli  Campus 
was  first  occupied,  to  approximately 
53,000  in  June  1959.  Periodicals  have 
grown  from  105  to  225  and  the  circu- 
lation, from  about  14,000  to  43,648 
volumes  in  1958-1959.  In  addition, there 
is  an  ever-increasing  use  of  recordings, 
pamphlets  and  visual  aids. 

The  beauty  of  the  interior  is  ever  a 
source  of  joy  and  inspiration  to  the  stu- 
dents at  Wesleyan  who  use  the  mater- 


ials and  equipment  with  interest  and 
devotion.  Over  the  charging  desk  in  the 
center  of  the  main  reading  room,  there 
hangs  a lovely  portrait  of  Martha  Beall 
Candler,  painted  by  Margaret  Fitzhugh 
Brown,  of  Boston  and  New  York,  and 
presented  to  the  library  by  Judge  Cand- 
ler. 

The  architecture  of  the  building  fol- 
lows the  lines  of  the  beautiful  antebel- 
lum home  “The  Hermitage”  located  on 
the  Savannah  River.  The  problem  of 
achieving  architectural  ha  r m o n y in 
building  a wing  to  take  care  of  modern 
appointments  and  techniques  must  be  re- 
cognized as  the  need  for  expansion  has 
been  apparent  for  a number  of  years. 
As  long  ago  as  1953  the  Wicke  report 
on  Wesleyan  College  stated  the  follow- 
ing in  regard  to  library  expansion : 

“Candler  Memorial  Library  is 
filled  to  capacity  at  this  time. 

The  survey  committee  urges 
the  administration  to  give  high 
priority  to  the  expansion  of  the 
Candler  Memorial  Library”... 


Since  the  library  represents  the  very 
heart  of  the  college  campus,  from  which 
and  through  which  flow  the  life-giving 
streams  of  knowledge,  wisdom  and  chal- 
lenge, it  has  become  mandatory  that  the 
facilities  be  expanded  to  insure  academ- 
ic excellence  and  cultural  attainment.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  in  1960  the  Board  of 
Trustees  will  initiate  specific  plans  for 
extension  of  the  library,  for  moderni- 
zation of  the  present  building  and  facil- 
ities, and  for  improvement  of  the  light- 
ing which  is  very  inadequate  at  present. 

Contributions  from  alumnae  have 
meant  a great  deal  to  the  library  through 
the  years.  Their  interest,  concern,  and 
active  support  have  been  gratefully  ap- 
preciated. We  all  knew  Katharine’s  love 
for  the  library  during  her  years  of  ser- 
vice, and  in  Ruth  H.  Young,  her  suc- 
cessor, Wesleyan  has  found  another  ef- 
ficient, dedicated  worker.  We  urge  all 
alumnae  to  visit  the  library  whenever 
convenient  and  to  be  mindful  of  the 
needs  of  this  center  of  our  campus  life 
. . . a center  of  which  we  are  justly 
proud.
